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West  Of  U.S.A.C. 
Outlines  Benefits 
Of  Business  Honesty 

“Faith  is  only  reason  grown  cour- 
ageous,” was  the  closing  ' remark  of 
Professor  Frank  L.  West,  dean  of  the 
faculty  of  Utah  State  Agricultural 
college  when  he  addressed  Brjgham 
Young  university  Wednesday.  As  an 
added  feature  to  the  regular  devotion- 
al program  Isidore  Belarsky,  famed 
Russian  singer,  sang  three  vocal  solos. 

“Philosophy  of  force  as  opposed  to 
the  philosophy  of  love”  was  the  therm 
of  Professor  West’s  talk.  “Is  force 
all  there  is  in  life?  Is  it  profitable 
to  make  other  people  prosperous?’ 
asked  Professor  West.  By  contrast- 
ing life  he  proved  that  love  and  con- 
sideration for  other  people  are  valu- 
able assets. 

Professor  West  pointed  out  that  the 
leader  who  leads  by  love  is  the  most 
popular,  and  that  even  in  business 
transactions  of  today  the  firm  that 
has  the  most  consideration  for  its1 
employees  and  for  the  public,  and  is 
the  most  honest  in  its  dealings  tis  by 
far  the  most  successful.  Professor 
West  told  several  incidents  about 
wealthy  citizens  who  had  obtained 
their  greatest  joy  through  service. 

Mr.  Belarsky  was  received  with 
great  enthusiasm  and  favored  the 
audience  with  three  numbers.  The 
first  “After  the  Battle”  by  Gurelow, 
he  sang  in  Russian,  the  second  was 
an  Italian  number,  “Aria,"  from  the 
“Barber  of  Seville,"  and  the  last  num- 
ber was  “A  Dream”  by  Bartlet,  which 
was  sung  in  English.

Preliminaries  for  the  Rotary  Con- 
test were  held  Wednesday  afternoon 
to  select  the  two  finalists,  Louis  Har- 
mer and  William  Martin,  who  deli- 
vered their  speeches  in  the  regular 
devotional  exercises  today.  There 
were  seven  entrants  who,  according 
to  Professor  Morley,  all  gave  excep- 
tionally well  thought  out  composi- 
tions on  the  subject  of  “International 
Good  Will.” 
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One  may  save  from  ten  to  thirty  dollars  a year  by  using  second- 
hand books  instead  of  new  ones.  Knowing  this,  the  students  carry 
on  a considerable  quarterly  trade  in  used  texts.  The  exchanges 
increase  in  a year  like  this  when  money  is  scarce  and  budgets  must 
be  watched  with  eagle  eyes. 

The  transactions  are,  however,  necessarily  made  in  a way  that 
is  often  wasteful  of  time  and  money.  After  a student  locates  a 
desirable  book  from  a study  of  the  lists  posted  on  the  bulletin  board 
in  the  Book  Store,  he  must  find  the  would-be  seller.  He  enters 
upon  quite  a campaign  of  phone-calls  and  personal  calls.  Fre- 
quently when  he  does  run  his  quarry  to  earth,  he  finds  that  the 
book  in  question  is  already  sold.  If  not,  there  follows  a series  of 
appointments  at  which  one  or  both  parties  to  the  deal  usually  fail 
to  show  up.  Each  is  as  hard  to  locate  as  the  axe  after  the  first 
snowfall.  , 

By  the  time  a book  finally  changes  hands,  it  possesses  so 
many  unpleasant  associations  that  the  buyer  feels  justified  in  not 
studying  it.  Sometimes  weeks  go  by  before  a student  has  round- 
ed up  all  the  needed  volumes.  Sometimes — scandalous  disclosure ! 
— a student  waits  so  long  for  a certain  book  to  make  an  appearance 
that  the  whole  quarter  and  the  need  for  the  book!  expire  together. 

But  all  joking  aside,  there  appears  to  be  a need  here  for  a 
secondhand  book  exchange.  Such  a service  is  offered  in  many 
universities.  The  exchange  need  be  operated  only  for  a week  or 
two  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  The  students  would  bene- 
fit in  several  ways.  Many  fine  texts  now  languishing!  on  dusty 
shelves  could  be  disposed  of,  bringing  cash  to  the  sellers  and  sav- 
ing money  for  the  purchasers.  Much  time  and  trouble  would  be 
saved.  The  Book  Store  or  some  enterprising  student  would  bene- 
fit from  the  commissions  involved.

Worthington  is  finishing  his  career  at 
Montana  State  this  season  after  hav- 
ing played  as  a regular  guard  on  the 
Bobcat  basketball  teams  for  four 
consecutive  years,  as  well  as  being  an 
outstanding  end  on  the  gridiron  squad. 


Ray  Boothe  and  Hy  Facer,  two  of 
the  outstanding  players  on  the  Mon- 
tana State  squad  are  Utah  boys,  both 
of  them  being  graduates  of  Box  Elder 
High  School,  and  former  performers 
in  the  Utah  Copper  League.  Boothe 
played  every  minute  of  both  games, 
and  was  instrumental  in  the  offensive 
of  the  visitors.  He  was  slightly 
handicapped  the  second  night  by  a 
“charley-horse”  that  developed  from 
a bad  bruise  in  the  initial  game.  His 
individual  duel  with  Jim  Hunter  was 
an  interesting  sidelight  both  nights. 
Facer  started  the  first  game,  being  in 
their  fighting  most  of  the  game,  and 
showed  Provoans  some  very  clever 
shooting.

Monday  night  Lolo  and  Sid  Spen- 
cer, twin  brothers,  were  the  officials 
while  Tuesday  night  Homer  Warner 
and  Lieutenant  Brundt  of  Fort  Doug- 
las took  care  of  the  foul-calling  and 
other  trival  duties  of  the  arbitration 
department.  When  something  was 
said  later  in  the  week  about  twins 
being  the  officials  during  one  of  the 
games  everybody  thought  the  infor- 
mer was  talking  about  Homer  and 
Brundt. 

The  Spencer  twins  are  almost  identi- 
cal, but  we  are  inclined  to  believe 
that  the  Tuesday  night  officials  pre- 
sent even  a closer  likeness. 


Elwood  Romney  is  now  leading 
the  profession  of  high  scoring  in  the 
Western  Division  by  virtue  of  his 
scintillating  Monday  and  Tuesday. 
“Red”  Clark,  Utah  university  center, 
turned  in  what  was  considered  an 
excellent  performance  by  scoring  36 
points  in  two  games  against  the  Bob- 
cats, but  Romney  made  that  achieve- 
ment seem  small  when  his  two-night 
total  was  added  up.  Clark  and  Rom- 
ney scored  consistently  each  night, 
Clark  scoring  an  even  18  each  game: 
but  Romney  scored  21  the  first  night 
and  22  the  second  night  for  a total 
of  43  points.  Two  or  three  Montana 
State  men  will  really  be  in  the  lead 
of  the  scorers,  but  their  totals  have 
been  gleaned  from  four  games  while 
Romney,  Brinley  and  Hunter,  Cou- 
gar scoring  trio,  have  played  in  but 
two  games. 

Brinley  and  Wendt  tied  for  second 
scoring  honors  for  the  series  with  28 
points  per  individual  while  Ray 
Buzzetti,  a former  guard  now  playing 
forward,  trailed  them  with  27  points 
Boothe,  Hunter’s  friendly  antagonist 
scored  a total  of  24  points  while  Jim 
scored  but  22  points.  We  recommend 
that  Hunter  get  even  with  him  at 
Bozeman.  Magleby  was  the  highest 
scoring  guard  of  the  series  with  14 
points. 


Some  fear  is  held  by  Cougar  follow- 
ers in  regard  to  the  high  scores  regis- 
tered against  Montana  State  by  Utah 
university.  They  contend  that,  if  the 
Cougars  are  as  strong  as  the  Utes 
that  the  scores  in  Provo  should  have 
been  more,  decisive  due  to  the  f^jj't 
that  the  Bobcats  should  have  been 
tired  after  their  two  strenuous  week- 
end games. 

We  aim  to  dissipate  this  argument 
with  some  of  our  own.  The  Bobcats 
according  to  people  who  saw  them 
perform  against  both  Utah  teams 
were  playing  better  ball  against  the 
Cougars  than  they  were  against  the 
Crimson  from  North  Provo.  Mon-

he  must  have  been  shaken  as  both 
shots  missed  and  the  gun  boomed  five 
seconds  later  with  Magleby  and 
Cooper  retrieving  a wild  shot  off  the 
Bobcat  backboard. 

Romney  Stars  in  Extra  Period 

It  was  when  the  extra  period  start- 
ed that  the  outstanding  individual  per- 
formance of  Romney  began  to  stand 
out.  Captain  Max  Worthington  of 
the  Bobcats  caged  a foul  line  shot  to 
send  his  team  into  the  lead,  and  then 
motioned  for  his  men  to  tighten  up 
on  defense.  But  Romney  secured  the 
ball  exactly  in  the  middle  of  the 
floor  and,  half-turning  toward  the 
end  of  the  hall  in  which  the  Cougar 
basket  rested,  let  fly.  The  fact  that 
the  ball  went  through  is  history,  but 
the  way  Elwood  scintillated  through- 
out the  rest  of  that  period  is  also 
important.  He  twice  broke  away 
from  the  close  guarding  of  Worth- 
ington, and  sent  difficult  overhead 
shots  through  the  hoop,  but  still  not 
content,  he  converted  another  ex- 
tremely long  shot  to  cinch  the  vic- 
tory. Boothe’s  last  goal  for  his  team 
mattered  not,  as  the  Romney  landslide 
had  occured,  and  the  Bobcat  cause 
was  lost. 

Brinley  Steadies  Team 

Although  Romney  was  the  Cougar 
who  selicited  most  praise  from  the 
fans,  and  who  came  through  with  the 
necessary  scoring  in  the  emergency 
period  there  were  five  other  Cougars 
who  found  time  to  hurl  their  mole- 
cules of  fighting  blood  into  the  fray 
for  the  spirit  of  dear  old  Brigham 
Young.  When  Romney  and  Hunter 
were  having  difficulty  sinking  their 
shots  during  the  first  half  it  was 
Eldon  Brinley  who  kept  the  Romney- 
ites  in  the  running  by -his  sensational 
one-handed  shots  and  unfailing 
steadying  influence.  With  so  many 
shots  being  missed,  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  squad,  especially  the  in- 
experienced Hunter,  were  beginning 
to  lose  confidence,  but  Brinley,  who 
is  seeing  his  fourth  year  under  such 
fire,  would  procure  the  ball  in  mid- 
floor  and  proceed  to  stall  just  long 
enough  to  make  his  teammates  realize 
his  point,  and  then  the  steadying  pro- 
cess was  complete  until  he  found  it 
necessary  for  just  such  another  treat- 
ment to  be  administered. 


“Flood  Control  in  Utah”  was  the 
subject  of  a lecture  delivered  by  Mark 
Anderson,  manager  of  the  - Roberts 
Hotel,  and  for  many  years  in  the 
service  of  the  Forestry  department  of 
the  Federal  Government,  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Ag  Club  and  many  other 
interested  listeners,  Wednesday  after- 
noon, January  14.  The  fact  that  Mr. 
Anderson  is  one  of  the  seventeen 
members  of  a commission  appointed 
by  Governor  George  H.  Dern  to 
study  the  problem  of  flood  control 
in  the  state,  furnishes  ample  proof 
that  he  is  an  authority  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

Mr.  Anderson  told  of  the  findings 
of  the  expedition  which  fourteen 
members  of  the  above  mentioned 
commission  made  to  the  water-sheds 
and  flood  territory  of  Davis  County. 
He  stated  that  at  the  end  of  the  ex- 
pedition, every  one  of  the  fourteen 
members  agreed  that  it  was  over- 
grazing  of  the  watersheds  which 
caused  the  disastrous  floods  in  that 
county  last  summer.  Dozens  of  ex- 
amples were  found  where  land  had 
been  overgrazed  was  scoured  and 
washed  by  the  floods,  but  land  with 
ample  vegetation  had  remained  in- 
tact. Government  ownerships  of  the 
lands  on  the  water-sheds  and  at 
crucial  points,  and  the  revegetation  of 
this  land  until  it  was  no  longer  dan- 
gerous, were  recommended  by  the 
commission,  according  to  Mr.  Ander- 
son. 

“This,  problem  is  one  of  the  biggest 
confronting  the  state  today,”  he  said. 
He  urged  that  every  citizen  of  the 
State  of  Utah  concern  himself  wit* 
it  until  it  was  solved. 

“The  situation  on  every  water-shed 
is  different,  and  me  must  not  general- 
ize, but  must  meet  each  situation  ac- 
cording to  its  needs,”  said  Mr.  Ander- 
son, and  stated  that  unless  forceful 
measures  were  taken  at  a few  critical 
flood  points  in  the  state,  the  water- 
sheds would  ‘ become  barren  and 
worthless,  and  a menace  to  the  public, 
in  a few  years.
